No. 47-ITC(PN)/75.—The conditions governing the issuance of import licences for 
private sector imports and public sector and Government imports under the “Fourteenth 
Yen Credit (Commodity Aid)” from Japan as given in Appendices I and IT to this Public 
Notice are notified for information. 


APPENDIX I 

LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF PRIVATE SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER 
THE FOURTEENTH YEN CREDIT (COMMODITY ATD) 

Section T. General Conditions 

l(i) The licence will bear the superscription "Japanese XIV Yen Credit—Commodity 
Aid". The licence code for the first and second suffix will be “S/JN”. These will also 
be repeated in the letter from the CCI&E forwarding the import licence. 

The rupee value of the import licence shall be determined with reference^ to the 
exchange rate notified by the Department of Revenue and Insurance and prevailing on 
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the date of issue of the import licence. That exchange rate must be indicated in the 
body of the import licence as per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(.PN)/74, 
dated the 6th June, 1974, issued by the CCI&E, which also enjoins that the Customs 
Authorities and the Authorised Dealers in foreign exchange will make debits to the value 
of tho licence at the exchange rate specified on the import licence. 

l(ii). No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import licence, 
except bank charges in Japan which may be remitted through normal banking channels. 
Any payment towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made in Indian rupees to 
the agents in India. Such payments, however, will form part of the licence value and 
will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

l(iii). The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity period 
of 4 months, for contracting and 12 months for completing the shipments. Within a 
fortnight from the date of issue of the import licence, the importer should intimule the 
particulars of the import licence, to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, WET Section, North Block, New Delhi. 

l(iv). Firm orders must be placed either on ClF or on C&F basis on the Japanese 
suppliers and sent to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section) within 4 months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. “Firm orders” means purchase orders 
placed by the Indian licensee on the Japanese Supplier duly supported by confirmation 
from the" latter or purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian Importer and the 
Japanese supplier. Whenever insurance is taken out on an Indian company, the premium 
should be paid in India in Indian rupees. 

l(v). For the purpose of arriving at the value of Yon upto which import commitments 
ban be entered into by the licensee against this import licence, the value of the import 
Jiceuce should be computed at the rate of exchange notified by the Department of 
Revenue and Insurance and prevailing on the date of issue of the Import licence, as 
per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74, dated the 6th June, 1974, issued 
by the CCI&E vide para l(i) above. This rate is only for the limited purposes for 
determining the maximum amount upto which import commitment can be entered into 
against this import licence. For the purposes of making rupee deposits into Government 
account towards the cost of imports, the rupee equivalent will have to be worked out 
in the manner indicated in Section VI below. 

l(vi). The value of the contract should be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should 
be omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, if any, which should be 
paid in Indian rupees. In no circumstances the contract value should be expressed in 
Indian rupees. The FOB cost, Insurance and freight amount may be shown separately 
but it should however be clarified In the contract whether the freight charges, will be 
payable on actual basis or whether the freight charges indicated in the contract would 
be the amount payable Irrespective of the actual charges. 

l(vii). This condition of the placement of contracts within 4 months period will be 
treated as not having been complied with unless complete contract documents reach the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, WE-I Section, within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm orders as explained in para l(iv) 
above cannot^ be placed within four months for valid reasons, the licensee should submit 
the import licence to the CCI&E or other licensing authorities giving reasons why 
ordering could not be completed within four months. Such requests for extension in 
the ordering period will bo considered on merits by the licensing authorities who may 
grant extension upto a further maximum period of 2 months. If, however, extension 
Is sought beyond 6 months from the date of issue of this import licence, such proposals 
will invariably be referred by_ the licensing authorities to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (WE-I Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi. Only on 
production by the licensee of letter of the CCT&E sanctioning such extension, will the 
authorised dealers and departmental authorities permit the facility of bank guarantee, 
letters of authority for the establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of deposits of 
rupee equivalent, etc. 

l(viii). All payments must be completed within one month from the expiry of the 
licence. Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. The contract 
should provide for payment on cash basis l.e. on presentation of shipping documents. 
No credit facility of any kind will be permitted to be availed of by the Indian Importer 
from the Japanese Supplier. The contract should provide for the period of delivery of 
goods as follows: — 

“Months after the receipt of Letter of Credit but to be completed latest by the 

•nd of-—— - /* 
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In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be noted that this date should not 
be beyond 31st March, 1977. 

Section 11: Special points to be kept in view while contracting 

2(i). The payment to (he Japanese Supplier should be arranged through an irrevocable 
letter of credit to be opened in their favour which will be routed through the Hank of 
India, Tokyo under the Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid), the details of which 
arc given in Section V below. 

2(ii). Only one contract should be entered into for the full value of the import 
licence. In exceptional cases, two contracts may be permitted for which prior approval 
of the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, should be obtained within 
one month from the date of issue of the import licence. 

2(iii). The value of an individual contract to be placed under the Fourteenth Yen 
Credit (Commodity Aid) against which this import licence has been issued should not 
be less than Yen 2 million. 

Section III: Special points to he Incorporated in the contracts 

3(i). The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the contract 
is arranged in accordance with the Loan Agreement between the Government of India 
and the Japanese Exim Bank dated the 5th March, 1975, concerning the Fourteenth Yen 
Credit (Commodity Aid) and will be subject to the approval of the Government of India 
for financing it under the Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid). 

3(ii). The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that payments 
to the Japanese Supplier shall be made through an irrevocable lxitter of Credit to be 
issued under the Ixaan Agreement dated 5th March, 1975 between the Government of 
India and the Japanese Exim Dank concerning the. Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity 
Aid). 

3(iii). The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the goods 
supplied by the Japanese Supplier will be of Japanese origin and a Certificate of Origin 
(in the prescribed form attached as Anitexure T> issued by the competent Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry in Japan proving the origin of (he goods should be one of the 
required documents to be furnished by the Japanese Supplier in terms of the letter of 
Credit referred to Section 2(i), before receiving payments from the Bank of India, Tokyo. 

3(iv), The contract should contain a specific clause to the effect that the Japanese 
Supplier should furnish a report to the Embassy of India, Tokyo immediately after 
completion of shipping arrangements along with one copy of the invoice and one copy 
of the Bill of lading. 

3(v). The contract should also contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
Japanese Supplier would agree to furnish such information and. documents as may be 
required under the Yen Credit, arrangements by the Government of India on the one 
hand and by the Japanese Exim Bank on the other. 

Section IV\ Contract Approval by Government of India 

4(i). Within four months from the date of issue of the imp'-t licence, the licensee 
should forward four copies of the contract, with the Japanese Supplier, signed by both 
the parties and complete in all respects, together with two photo copies or attested 
copies of the relevant valid import licence, to WE-T Section, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi, nlongwith a letter (in _ duplicate) 
in the form attached as Annexure II requesting for issue of letter of authorisation for 
opening letter of credit, accompanied by a Bank Guarantee in the form prescribed _ in 
Annexure III duly adjudicated by the Collector of Si mps under Saciion 31 of the Indian 
Stamp Act. 

4(ii). Bank Guarantee—amount for which it should he executed. —The Bank Guarantee 
should be for an amount representing the rupee equivalent of the Yen amount for 
which the Letter of Authority/Letter of Credit is sought phis interest and other charges 
/as mentioned in Annexure ni. The rate of conversion shall be at the exchange rate 
notified by the Department of Revenue and Insurance and prevailing on the date of 
issue of the import licence as per para 2 of the Public Notice No, 78-lTCfPNV74, dated 
the 6th June, 1974 issued by the CCI&E. This rate is meant only for the purpose of 
arriving at the value of the Bank Guarantee to be furnished by the Licensee. For the 
purpose of making rupee deposits into Government account towards the cost of imports, 
the rupee equivalent will have to be worked out in the manner indicated in Section v I 
below. 
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4{iii), If the contract documents and request for issue of letter of authorisation and 
the Bank Guarantee are found to be in order, the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, WE-I Section will approve the contract and notify the same to the 
Japanese Exim Bank for their information that contract will be financed under the 14th 
Yen Credit (Commodity Aid). Thereafter they will forward one set of documents to 
the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance, Jeevan Deep Building, 
10, Parliament Street, New Delhi for issue of the necessary letter of authorisation. 
A copy of this communication will be endorsed to the licensee for information. 


Section V: Payment to the Japanese Supplier—Letter of Credit procedure 

5(i). The Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit (CAAA), Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi (hereinafter referred to 
£3 CAAA for convenience) will, on receipt of the documents mentioned in para 4'(ii), 
above and if those are found to be in order, issue of letter of authorisation to the 
Indian bank that has furnished the Bank Guarantee for opening the irrevocable letter 
of credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier. (It should be noted that the letter of 

credit issued on the Japanese banks in respect of private sector imports should be 

routed invariably through the Bank of India, Tokyo who will add its confirmation). 
The letter of authority issued by the CAAA will be in the form attached as Annexure IV 
and the letter of credit to be opened by the Indian bank concerned shall be in the form 
attached as Annexure V. A copy of this will be endorsed by the CAAA to Japanese 

Exim Bank, Tokyo, the Bank of India, Tokyo, Embassy of India in Japan and the 

WET Section, Department of Economic .Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

5 {ii). On the basis of this letter of authority, the Indian bank concerned will establish 
an irrevocable letter of credit in favour of Japanese Supplier concerned, and forward 
the original letter of credit (along with four copies thereof) to the bank of India, Tokyo 
requesting them to add their confirmation and forward it to the Japanese Supplier. 
The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward a copy of the letter of credit to the Japanese 
Exim Bank and the CAAA. The above procedure of approving contracts and opening 
letter of credit on the basis of letter of authority from the CAAA would apply to each 
contract amendment and corresponding amendment to letter of authority /letter of credit 
that may become necessary. 

5(iii). The Japanese Supplier shall, after effecting shipment of the goods, present 
through his bankers, the documents specified in the letter of credit including the Certificate 
of Origin referred to in para 3(ii) above to tho Bank of India, Tokyo for payment. 
If the documents are found to be in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo will release the 
amount specified in the documents to the Japanese Supplier through his bankers and 
will thereafter obtain the reimbursement of the cost of imports from the Japanese Exim. 
Bank. 


5(iv). As regards banking charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo for adding 
this confirmation to the letter of credit, for negotiations thereunder, and charges, if any, 
of Japanese Supplier’s banker and as regards interest charges payable to the Bank or 
India, Tokyo for tho period counting from the date of payment by them of the cost of 
imports to the Japanese Supplier to the date of reimbursement by the Japanese Exim 
Bank, these charges should be settled by remittance by the concerned Importer’s bank 
in India to the Bank of India, Tokyo through normal banking channels without affecting 
the Government of India’s account. 


Section VI: Responsibility of Rupee deposit 

6 (i). The original negotiable shipping documents will invariably be forwarded by 
the Bank of India, Tokyo to the concerned importer’s bank in India who should release 
these negotiable set of documents to the licensee only after ensuring that fine rupee 
equivalent of the Yen payments made to the Japanese Supplier alongwith interest charges 
thereon calculated at the rate of 6 per cent per annum for the period from the date 
of payment by the bank of India, Tokyo, to the Japanese Supplier to the date of rupee 
deposit is deposited into the Government Account. The exchange rate to he adopted 
for com^utin? the'Uee equivalent of the Yen paymentswill be^ 
exchange as laid down in CCI&E’s Public Notice No. 15 lTC(PN)/A, dated r sth A 

m2 as amended by Public Notice Nos. 108TTC(PN)/72, dated 21st July, 1972 and 
109 TTC(PN)/74 dated 3rd August, 1974 or as may be notified by Government from 
time to time through Public Notices of the CCI&E or through Exchange Control 
rirculars of the Reserve Bank of Tndia. Any change in this regard will be notified a* 
Sd when LcLy 7tJ/ibe the Responsibility of the Indian Bank concerned to ensure 

that the amounts due are correctly deposited into*Government i “that^tto 

documents are handed over to the importers. The licensee should also ensure that th 
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amounts due are correctly deposited into Government Account before taking delivery 
of the documents from their bankers. The Head of Account to which the above Rupee 
deposit should be credited is "K-Dcposits and Advances-843 Civil Deposits—Deposits 
for purchases etc. abroad Purchases under credit/loans Agreements under the detailed 
head Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) from Japan”. 

6 (ii). The amount referred to above should be deposited in cash to the credit of the 
Government either in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, or State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazari, Delhi, or, if this is not feasible, should be remitted by means of a demand 
draft obtained from any branch of the State Bank of India or its subsidiaries (drawer) 
drawn on and made payable to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi -6 
(drawee and payee), for Credit to Government Account, as contemplated in Public 
Notices No. 184-ITC(PN)/68, dated 30th August, 1968, No. 233-TTC(PN)/68, dated 
24th October, 1968 and No. J32-ITC(PN)/71, dated 5th October, 1971. 

C(iii), The concerned bank in India shall also furnish such additional deposit in the 
same manner stipulated above as may be requested by the Government of India on 
account of service charges within seven days after such a demand is made by the 
Government. While fllling in the various columns in the ehallan, it should be ensured 
by the importers/their bankers that the information prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice 
No. 132-lTC(PN)/72, dated 5th October, 1971 and also in Public Notice No. 74- 
lTC(PN)/74, dated 31st May, 1974 is invariably indicated in the column "full particulars 
of remittance and authority (if any)” of the ehallan. The following particulars should 
invariably be furnished in the Treasury Challans:— 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No, and date, 

(b) Amount of foreign currency in respect of which deposits are to be made 

together with rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the foreign supplier. 

id) The amount of interest paid and the period for which it has keen calculated. 

(e) Total amount deposited. 

(Interest is to be calculated for the period from the date of payment to the 
foreign supplier upto the date of deposit of rupee equivalents into Govern¬ 
ment Account). 

Thereafter, the Treasury challans evidencing the rupee deposit should _ be sent by 
Registcred Post to CAAA indicating reference to the letter of authorisation issued by 
him and also enclosing copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

6 (iv). The concerned bank in India should endorse the amount of rupee deposits on 
the exchange control copy of the licence and send the requisite 'S’ form to tire Reserve 
Bank of India, Bombay. 

6 (v) After tbe obligations in terms of the Bank Guarantee and the letter of authorisa¬ 
tion issued by the CAAA in the Ministry of Finance are fulfilled, the concerned bank 
in India can apply to the CAAA for the release of bank guarantee. The application 
for this purpose must be made in the form laid down in Annexurc V. 


Section Vll: Miscellaneous provisions 

7(i). The importer should send a monthly report, after the letter of credit has beer 
opened, regarding shipments and payments made thcre-against and about the balance left, 
to the CAAA. 

7(ii). Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions .—The licensee should apprise the 
supplier of any special provisions in the import licence which may affect the supp e 
in carrying out the transaction. 

7 cun Dlsmttes —It should be understood that the Government of India will not 
undertake any responsUty for disputes, if any, that may arise between the licensee and 

the suppliers. 

7(iv) Future Instructions .—The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions 
instructions or orders issued by the Government of India from time to t.m e regarding 
«nv nnd all matters arising from or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting &R 

obhg^onf u™er theFourteenth Ven Credit Agreement (Commodity Aid) with the 
Japanese authorities. 

7 (v) Breach or violation .—Any breach or violation of conditions set forth In the 
above clauses will result in appropriate action under the Imports and Exports (Control) 

Act.

APPENDIX II 

LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF IMPORTS BY PUBLIC SECTOR 
UNDERTAKINGS AND GOVERNMENTS DEPARTMENTS UNDER THE 
FOURTEENTH YEN CREDIT (COMMODITY AID) 

Section I: General Conditions 

l(i). The licences will bear tho superscription “Japanese XIV Yen Credit-—Commodity 
Aid". The Hcenco codo for the first and second suffix will bo “S/JN”. These will also 
be repeated in the letter from the CCI&E forwarding the import licence. 

The rupee value of the import licence shall be determined with reference to the 
exchange rate notified by the Department of Revenue and Insurance and prevailing on 
the date of issue of the import licence. That exchange rate must be indicated in the 
body of the import licence as per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-lTC(PN)/74, 
dated the 6th June, 1974, Issued by the CCI&E, which also enjoins that the Customs 
Authorities and the Authorised Dealers in foreign exchange will make debits to the value 
of the licence at the exchange rate specified on the import licence. 

l(ii). No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import licence, 
axeept bank charges in Japan which may be remitted through normal banking channels. 
Any payment towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made in Indian rupees to 
-tho agents in India. Such payments, however, will form part of the licence value and 
-will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

l(iii). The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity period 
of 4 months for contracting and 12 months for completing the shipments. Within a 
fortnight from the date of Issue of the import licence, the importer should intimate the 
particulars of the import licence, to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, WE-I Section, North Block, New Delhi. 

l(lv). Firm orders must be placed on C&F basis on the Japanese suppliers and sent 
to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section) within 4 months from the date 
of issue of the import licence. "Firm orders" means purchase orders placed by the 
Indian licensee on the Japanese Supplier duly supported by confirmation from the latter 
or purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian Importer and the Japanese supplier. 


■"Whichever is applicable. 
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Whenever insurance is taken out on an Indian company, the premium should be paid 
in India in Indian rupees. 

I(v). For the purpose of arriving at the value of Yen upto which import co mmi tm e nts 
can be entered into by the licensee against this import licence, the value of the import 
licence should be computed at the rate of exchange notified by the Department of 
Revenue and Insurance and prevailing on the date of issue of the import licence as 
per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78TTC(PN)/74, dated the 6th June, 1974, issued 
by CCI&E vide para l(i) above. This rate is only for tire limited purposes of 
determining the maximum amount upto which import commitments can be entered into 
against this import licence. For the purposes of making rupee deposits into Government 
account towards the cost of imports, the rupee equivalent will have uo be worked out 
In the manner indicated in Section VI below. 


l(vi). The value of the contract should be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should 
be omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, if any, which should be 
paid in Indian rupees. In no circumstances the contract value should be expressed in 
Indian rupees. The FOB cost, Insurance and freight amount may be shown separately 
but it should however be clarified in the contract whether the freight charges will fie 
payable on actual basis or whether the freight charges indicated In the contract would 
be the amount payable irrespective of the actual charges. 

l(vii). This condition of the placement of contracts within 4 months period will bo 
treated as not having been complied with unless complete contract documents reach the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, WE-I Section, within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm orders as explained in para l(iv) 
above cannot be placed within four months for valid reasons, the licensee should submit 
the import licence to the CCI&E or other licensing authorities giving reasons why 
ordering could not be completed within four months. Such requests for extension hi 
the ordering period will be considered on merits by the licensing authorities who may 
grant extension upto a further maximum period of 2 months. If, however, extension 
is sought beyond 6 months from the date of issue of this import licence, such proposals 
will invariably be referred by the licensing authorities to tbe Department of Economic 
Affairs (WET Section), Ministry of Finance. North Block, New Delhi. Only on 
production by the licensee of letter of the CCI&E sanctioning such extension, will tbe 
authorised dealers and departmental authorities permit the facility of bank guarantee, 
letters of authority for the establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of deposits of 
rupee equivalent, etc. 

l(viii). All payments must bo completed within oue month from the expiry of the 
licence. Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. The contract 
should provide for payment on cash basis l-e. on presentation of shipping documents. 
No credit facitity of any kind will be permitted to be availed of by the Indian Importer 
from the Japanese Supplier. The contract should provide for the period of delivery of 
goods as follows:— 

"Months after the receipt of Letter of Credit but to be completed latest by the 
end of ( date ).” 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be noted that this date should not 
be beyond 31st March, 1977. 

Section II: Special points to be kept in view while contracting 

2(i). The payment to the Japanese Supplier should be arranged through an irrevocable 
letter of credit to be opened in their favour through the Bank of Tndia, Tokyo under 
the Japanese Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid), the details cf which are given in 
Section V below. 

2fii). Only one contract should be entered into for the full value of the import 
licence. In exceptional cases, two contracts may be permitted for which prior approval 
of t'to Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, should be obtained within 
one month from the date of issue of the Import licence, 

2(iii). The value of an individual contract to be placed under tbe Fourteenth Yen 
Credit (Commodity Aid) against which this import licence has been issued should not 
be less than Yen 2 million. 


Section III: Special points to be incorporated in the contracts 

3(1). The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the contract 
is arranged m accordance with the Loan Agreement between the Government oMM» 
and the Japanese Exim Bank dated the 5th March, 1975, concerning the Fourteenth Yen 
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Credit (Commodity Aid) and will be subject to the approval of the Government of India 
for financing it under the Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid). 

3(ii). The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that payments 
,to the Japanese Supplier shall bo made through an irrevocable Letter of Credit to be 
issued under the Loan Agreement dated 5th March, 1975 between the Government ol’ 
India and the Japanese Exim Bank concerning th e Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity 
Aid). 

3(iii). The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the goods 
supplied by the Japanese Supplier will be of Japanese origin and should 'also stipulate 
that a Certificate of Origin (in the prescribed form attached as Annexure 1) issued by 
the competent Chamber of Commerce and Industry in Japan providing the origin of 
goods should be one of the required documents to be furnished by the Japanese Supplier 
in terms of the Letter of Credit referred to Section 2(i), before receiving payments from 
the Bank of India, Tokyo. 

3(iv). The contract should contain a specific clause to the effect that the Japanese 
Supplier would agree to make shipping arrangements in consultation with the Embassy 
of India, Tokyo, and that for this purpose he would keep the Embassy of India, Tokyo, 
informed of the delivery schedule of the goods involved and notify the Embassy of India 
at least four weeks In advance of the shipping required so that suitable arrangements 
could be made. In exceptional cases, where the Indian Importers require it, this period 
of notice may be reduced. The Japanese Supplier should also agree to send a cable 
advice to the importer after each shipment giving the necessary details and a copy thereof 
should be sent to the Embassy of India, Tokyo. 

3(v). The contract should also contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
Japanese Supplier would agree to furnish such information and documents ns may be 
required under the Yen Credit arrangements by the Government of India on the one 
hand and by tho Japanese Exim Bank on the other. 

Section IV; Contract Approval by Government of India 

d(i). Within four months from the date of issue of the import licence, the licensee 
should forward four copies of the contract with the Japanese Supplier, signed by both 
the _ parties and complete in all respects, together with two photo copies or attested 
copies of the relevant valid import licence, to WE-I .Section, Department of Economic 
Affaire, Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi, alongwilh a letter (in duplicate) 
in the form attached as Annexure If duly completed in all respects requesting for issue 
of Letter of Authorisation for opening Letter of Credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier. 

4(ii). Jf the contract documents and requests for issue of letter of authorisation are 
found to be in order, the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, WE-I 
Section will approve the contract and notify the same to the Japanese Exim Bank for 
their information to the effect that the contract will be financed under the 14th Yen 
Credit (Commodity Aid). They will forward one set of the documents to the Controller 
of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance, Jcevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi for issue of the necessary letter of authorisation, A copy of this 
communication will also be endorsed to the licensee for information. 

Section V: Payment to the Japanese Supplier—Letter of Credit procedure 

5(i), The Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi (hereinafter referred to as the 
CAAA for convenience) will on receipt of the documents mentioned in para 4(ii) above, 
and if, these arc found to be in order, issue a letter of authorisation addressed to the 
Tokyo Branch of the Bank of India for opening an irrevocable letter of credit in favour 
of the Japanese Supplier concerned and will endorse h copy thereof to the Japanese 
Exim Bank, the Embassy of India, Tokyo, the importer’s bank in India and WE-T Section, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance (It should be noted that as rer 
the Yen Credit arrangements the letters of credit in respect of public senior imports 
State Governments and Electricity Boards would he opened only through the Tokyo 
Branch of the Bank of India.) 

5(h). On receipt of the letter of authority, the Bank of India, Tokyo will establish 
an irrevocable letter of credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier concerned^ and will 
also forward a copy of the same to the Japanese Exim Bank, Embassy of India, Tokyo; 
the importers’ bank in India and the CAAA. The letter of authority issued by the 
CAAA will be in the form attached as Annexure JJT and the letter of credit that will 
be issued by the Bank of India, Tokyo will be in the form attached as. Annexure IV. 
The above procedure of approving contracts and opening of letters of credit on the basis 
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of letters of authority from the CAAA would apply to each contract amendment and 
corresponding amendment to letter of authority/letter of credit that may become necessary. 

5 (iii). The Japanese Supplier shall, after effecting shipment of the goods, present 
through his bankers the documents specified in the letter of creak including the Certificate 
of Origin referred to in para 3(H) above to the Bank, of India, Tokyo, if the documents 
.arc found to be in order the Bank of India, Tokyo will release the amount specified in 
the documents to the Japanese Supplier through his bankers and will thereafter obtain 
reimbursement of the said amount from the Japanese Exim Bank. 

5fiv). As regards banking charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo, for opening 
the letter of credit, for negotiations thereunder and charges, if any, of Japanese Supplier’s 
hanker and as regards interest charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo, for the 
period counting from the date of payment of the cost of imports by them to the Japanese 
Supplier to the date of reimbursement by the Japanese Exim Bank, these charges should 
be settled by the concerned importer’s bank in India by remittances to the Bafik of Jndia, 
Tokyo through normal banking channel without affecting the Government of India’s 
Account. 

Section VI: Responsibility for Rupee deposit 

6 {i). Tlie original negotiable shipping documents will be invariably forwarded by the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, to the concerned importer’s bank in India which, would be 
a branch of the State Bank of India or any of the nationalised banks [as mentioned in (i) 
in Annexure IT] who should release these negotiable set of documents lo the public 
sector projects, State Governments and Electricity Boards, concerned only after ensuring 
(hat the rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made to the Japanese Supplier, alongwith 
interest charges thereon calculated ttl. the rate of 6 per cent per annum, for the period 
from the date of payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo to the. Japanese Supplier to 
the date of rupee deposit, is deposited into the Government Account. 'The exchange 
rate to be adopted for computing the rupee equivalent of the Yen payment will be the 
prevailing composite rate of exchange as laid down in CCI&E Public Notice No. 15- 
rTC(PN)/72, dated 18th February, 1972 as amended by No. 108-11 OPN)/72, dated 
21st July, 1972 and 109-lTC(PN)/74, dated 3rd August, 1974 or as may be notified 
by Government from time to time through Public Notices of the CCI&E or through 
Exchange Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. Any change in this regard 
will be notified as and when necessary. It will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank 
concerned to ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited Into Government 
Account before the import documents are handed over to the importers. The licensee 
should also ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited into Government Account 
before taking delivery of the documents from their bankers. The Head of Account to 
which the above rupee deposits should be credited is “K-Deposits and Advances—843 
Civil Deposits—Doposits for purchases, etc., abroad—Purchases under crcdits/Loans 
Agreements" under the detailed head “the Fourteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) from 
Japan’’. 

6 (ii). The amount referred to above should be deposited in cash to the credit of the 
Government either in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, or State Bank of India. 
Tis Hazari, Delhi, or if this is not feasible, should be remitted by means of a demand 
draft obtained from any such branch of the State Bank of India or its subsidiaries 
(drawer) drawn on and made payable to the State Bank of India, 1 is Hazari Branch. 
Delhi-6 (drawee and payee) for credit to Government account as contemplated in Public 
Notices No. 184-ITC(PN)/68, dated 30th August, 1968, No. 233-lTC(PN)/68, dated 
24th October, 1968 and No. 132-ITC(PN)/71, dated 5lh October, 1971. 

6 (iii). The concerned Bank in India shall also furnish such additional deposit in the 
same manner stipulated above as m^y be requested by the Government of India on 
account of service charges within seven days after such a demand is made by the 
Government. While filling in the various columns in the cliallan it should be ensured 
by the importers/their bankers that the information prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice 
No. 132-iTC(PN)/71, dated 5th October, 1971 and also in Public Notice No. 74- 
ITC(PN)/74, dated 31st May, 1974 is invariably indicated in the column full particulars 
of remittances and authority (if any) of the chalian. The following particulars should 
invariably be furnished in the Treasury Challans 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. and date. 

(b) Amount of foreign currency in respect of which deposits are (o be made 

together with rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the foreign supplier. 
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(d) The amount of interest paid and the period for which it has been calculated. 

(c) Total amount deposited. 

(Interest is to be calculated for the period from the date of payment to the 
foreign supplier upto the date of deposit of rupee equivalents into Govern¬ 
ment Account). 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the rupee deposit should be sent by registered 
post to the CAAA indicating reference to the letter of authorisation issued by him 
and also enclosing copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

6 (iv). The concerned bank in India should also endorse the amount of rupee deposits 
on the exchange control copy of the licence and send the requisite "S” Form to the 
Reserve Bank of India, Bombay, 

6 (v). In the case of imports, by the Central Government Departments the original 
shipping documents need not be routed through importer's bank, but should be sent by 
Bank of India, Tokyo, to the Department conc"rned direct. For the cost of imports 
the Bank of India, Tokyo, will make the payments to the Japanese Suppliers through 
his bankers initially out of their own resources and obtain reimbursement thereof from 
the Japanese Exim Bank in the same manner as stipulated In para 5(iii) above. As 
regards banking charges and interest charges for the period counting from the date of 
payment to the Japanese Suppliers to the date of reimbursement by the Japanese Exim 
Bank, the Bank of India, Tokyo will recover the same from the Embassy of India, 
Tokyo. On receipt of details of reimbursement made to the Bank of India, Tokyo, 
by Japanese Exim Bank and by the Embassy of India, Tokyo, respectively as detailed 
.above, the CAAA will raise debits for the rupee equivalent of the Yen amounts against 
the Accountant General concerned through the A.G.C.R.. New Delhi.
